Clovera and Shamrock. 


English clovers are Irish shamrock. 


Perhaps no greater myth exists than that 
relating to thejhamrock. St. Patrick 
would find clover in almost all parts of 
Ireland, as he would in England, and 
it was a fitting emblem of the Trinity. 
Consequently there is little donbt that 
he used it as an illustration. How the 
little fiction that it is a distinct plant 
and will grow only in Ireland has been 
maintained so long seems incompre- 
hensible unless it is due to the pecul- 
iarity of Englishmen when regarding 
most things Irish. It is almost as ab- 
surd as regarding Lever's characters as 
typical of the Irishman of today, prob- 
ably of any day, as he appears to have 
had as great a genius in inventing char- 
acters as in inventing stories. Ireland 
largely ewes its clovers and shamrocks 
to its limestone. Around Dublin, where 
limestone Is not very prevalent, the in- 
ferior type of clover, the yellow trefoil, 
is commonly employed as a badge, its 
convenient shape, owing to its top root, 
rendering it convenient as a buttonhole 
flower. 


IP limestone districts the white clo- 


ver is more commonly niied, though 
there is no definite rule, as is shown by 
the specimens collected by natives in 
all partq of Ireland now to be seen in the 
Dublin nauseam. Thesa specimens were 
allowed to go to flower, and four dis- 
tinct varieties of clover are represented, 
each frequently. Even the large red 
clover is included. There is no other 
plant shown, because there is no other 
shamrock. The myth js destroyed, but 
the clovei3 remain, and it is due to 
their presence that the Irish pastures are- 
so rich and to valuable for grazing. 
They have accumulated fertility, and 
they have done so in England. There- 
fore their presence in lawns must not 
be regarded as prejudicial — London 
Standard. 


Visibility of Lights at Night. 


The results of the expenmeuts in 


light visibility conducted by the inter- 
national committee on behalf of tho 
governments of the United States, Ger- 
many and the Netherlands havo been 
handed in. The German section gave aq 
tho distance at which a light of 1 can- 
dle power became visible 1.40 miles for 
a dark, clear night, and 1 nnlo for a 
rainy 
night. 
Tho Ameiicaii expen- 


ments show that a hght of one canc.Jo 
power is visible at 1 railo nnd one of 
three candle power is plainly i isibK- ;it 
2 miles A 10 candle power light was 
seen with a binocular lit 4 miles, one of 
29 at 5 miles, though faintly, and 0110 
of 33 candles at tho earno tiit-tince with- 
out difficulty.

THE BOND-AIDED ItOADS 


The President in bis message urges 


the importance of a settlement of the 
obligations of the bond-aided railroads. 
He specifically directs attention to the 
case of the Union Pacific and points 
out that proceedings bad been com- 
menced to foreclose a first mortgage 
upon the main line. 
As the Govern- 


ment lien 13 subordinate to the first 
mortgage, it would ba obliged to re- 
deem that mortgage or lose all that it 
has paid out for the company. 
As the 


road will be in default to the Goveru- 
mant on January 1,1897, the message 
indicates that unless Congress shall 
otherwise direct, or shall have pre- 
viously determined upon a different 
solution of the problem, the Executive 
will take such action as will promise to 
subserve the public interests and save 
the Government from the loss threat- 
ened by further inaction. 


That is a strong incentive to the sub- 


sidized roads to get the Funding bill 
through Congress before the holidays. 
Filling to do so or to pass an act ex- 
tending the tirao of payment, the Pres- 
ident will take a hand in the matter 
and doubtless the Attorney General of 
the United States will commence fore- 
closure proceedings immediately after 
the holidays. 


It will now be in order to watch Mr. 


Reed's end of Congress. The Funding 
bill has been before the House since 
early in the last session. For political 
reasons it was not deemed advisable to 
act upon it before the Presidential elec- 
tion, &B Speaker Reed thought up to 
about the time the I epublicau Na- 
tional Convention met that ha was a 
candidate for President. 
Now his 


mind is wholly di°abused of that idea 
and it remains to be seen what effect 
it will have upon the Funding bill. It 
is hardly possible that so important a 
measure will be put through the House 
under the gag rnlas in a few days and 
if it should be it could not got through 
tne Senate before the holidays, and 
besides there is not a Republican ma- 
jority in that body as there is in the 
House. It is not unreasonable to as 
pume that no member from the Pacific 
Coast will vote for the bill if he has 
future political aspirations, except it 
be Representative Grove Johnsou of 
California and bis connection wilb the 
measure at the last session of Congress 
defeated him for re-election by over 
five times the majority the average 
MoKinley elector received in Cali- 
fornia. The man who votes for the 
Funding bill, unless he is entrenched 
behind an overwhelming Republican 
majority, cannot be expected to be re- 
elected to Congress. Grove Johnsou'8 
fate awaits the advocates of the bill un- 
less the railroad companys make cua- 
cessious to the people.

$141,328,580; public works, $31,437,061; 
postal service, $1,288,334; miscellaneous, 
136,344, 216; permanent annual appro- 
priations, $120,078,220. 
Total, $421,- 


718,920. 


The appropriations for the current 


fiscal year amounted to $432,421,605. 


The appropriations asked for public 


works include public buildings at 
Boise City, Idaho, and at Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, a mint at Denver, Colorado, 
a court-house at Portland, Oregon, and 
tbe improvement of the Yellowstone 
Park. 


In addition to tbe above, $17,500,000 


will be required for the improvement 
of rivers and harbors under the acts of 
1892 and 1896, for which contracts have 
not yet been let. 


The Secretary asks for no appropria- 


tion for a public building at Reno, but 
Congressman Newlands will, no doubt, 
appear before the Committee on Ap- 
propriations and attend to that matter, 
as Speaker Reed is not disposed to be 
as niggardly with the interior States as 
he waa at the last session of Congress. 
We get nothing for rivers and harbors 
and we should have a Government 
building in every town of importance 
ia the State. 


What Wag .Done In tlio 
Senate »nd 


House Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, December 8.—Th» Sen- 


ate settled down to business to-day. 
When a letter from the Secretary of 
the Treasury was read answering the 
Senate inquiry as to the number of 
aliens in the Department of the Treas- 
ury, Gallinger of New Hampshire re- 
marked* that he was glad to observe 
that foreigners whose services had been 
conspicuous in the department had 
seen fit as a result of the inquiry to 
take out naturalization papers.

After the 
journal had been read there was a 
hurried consultation among Dinglpy 
and other Republican leaders, as a i e- 
suit of which it was decided to proceed 
with the regular order of the call of 
committees. 


Loud, from the Committee ou Post- 


offices and Post Roads, called up a bill 
to authorize the use of private mailing 
cards'of the same weight and form as 
the postal card, when a one-cent stamp 
is affixed. The bill, he said, had been 
approved by the Postoffloe Department, 
as it would tend t^ popularize postal 
cards, besides affecting a saving to the 
Government of the difference between 
the cost of the cards and tbe stamps. 
This scheme has been successfully put 
in operation in England, where, in six 
months, the number of cards mailed 
increased from 2-18,000,000 to 334,000,000. 


The bill was passed. It takes effect 


on July 1,1897. Loud also called up 
the bill to provide for a limited indem- 
nity for the loss of registeied nvjil 
matter. It piovides that the indemnity 
is not to exceed $10 for any one regis- 
tered letter, but not to exceed the I 
actual value of the letter.

WATER WORKS. 


How the City of Ogden Provided for 


Them in its Charter. 


The city of Ogden, Utah, is one of 


the most progressive in the West. In 
its charter it provides for tho owner- 
ship of water works and the issuance 
of bonds for the sama as follow: 


"That tho city council bball have the 


right and authority to borrow r.of ex- 
ceeding 
"-—— dollars of money .is 


a direct loan to the city, or to issue 
bonds of tho citj, payable within 
yeais, at such time and place, and 
bearing such rate of interest, not ex- 
ceeding 
per cent per annum, 


payable semi-annually or yearly, as it 
may deem expedient, and may also 
provide that such bonds or indebted- 
ness shall not be liable to taxation by 
the city; provided, that the money bor- 
rowed or the proceeds of such bonds, 
shall be expended for the erection of 
water works for the c'ty, within or 
without the corporation, after 
due 


notice given in the manner provided by 
law for notice of general election in 
said city, which notice shall state the 
objects and the amount of the pro- 
posed loan or issue of bonds, the rate 
of interest and the time and place of 
payment of the debt or bonds; and the 
electors shall vote "yea" or "no" on 
each pioposition. 
If 
B, two-thirds 


majority of the votes of the property 
taxpayers cast are in the affirmative 
the city council may proceed to borrow 
the money or issue the proposed bonfls 
in such denomination* or sums as they 
prefer, and to sell the same. But said 
bonds shall not be sold for less than 
their par value, uor shall they, or any 
debt cr^.ted pursuant to the provis- 
ions of Una act, bear a greater rate of 
interest than seven per cent per annum, 
payable annually or semi-annually."

The leg bonea are very haid and 


white, and are used for handles of 
pocket and table cutlery. 


Tho tail and mane are especially val- 


uable,' and from thesp are made the 
haircloth of commerce. 


The ribs -and head are burned to 


make boneblack after they have bean 
treated for the glue that is in them. 


The phosphate of lime, acted upon by 


sulphuric acid and calcined with car- 
bon, produces phosphorus for lucifer 
matches. 


The short hair taken from the hide 


is used to stuff cushions and horse col- 
lars; thus the dead are made to minister 
to the comfort of the living. 


Tho hide furnishes a waterproof 


leather known to the trade as cordovan, 
and is used in the manufacture of high- 
class hunting and wading boots. 


There is an animal oil yielded in the 


cooking process that is a deadly poison, 
and enters into the composition of 
many insecticides and vermifuges. 


In the calcining of horses' bones the 


vapors arising are condensed, and form 
the chief source of carbonate of am- 
monia, which constitutes the base of 
nearly all ammoniacal salts. 


The hoofs of the animals are removed, 


and, after being boiled to extract the 
oil from them, the horny substance is 
shipped to the manufacturers of combs 
and what are known as mikado goods. 


The bones to make glue are dissolved 


in muriatic acid, which takes the phos- 
phate of lime away; the soft element 
retaining the shape of the bone is dis- 
solved in boiling water, cast into squares 
and dried on nets.

A PECULIAR BUSINESS. 


Breeding »nd Catching Lcccurs For th« 


New York Market. 


James Partit and bis children earn 


all the money they make raising leech- 
es, for the work of breeding tha blood- 
suckers on tho Partit farm on Topis 
river, near Lacy, N. J., is,nothing com 
pared with the labor of catching them 
The wary leech will take hold of nothing 
bat human flesh, so the members of the 
Partit family, big and little, plunge 
their- legs into the swamp and draw 
them np presently with the prey at- 
tached. 


Farmer Partit doesn't seem to think 


a little blood letting hurts one. 


"They are as good aa a dose of spring 


physio," says he. "Why, me and tho 
boys get so fat and healthy doing nothing 
all winter that we need something like 
this to keep us in order. If we fished 
too long at a time, they might do somo 
barm, but we know when to stop. Aft- 
er tho season is over wo feel fresher and 
befter than if we hadn't been leeching. 
They are just like mosquitoes—they 
suck out all tho bad blood and leave 
tho good," and that's why, I suppose, we 
feel so good after a month's work in the 
swimp. I think we'd all havo malaria 
down in this wet place if it wasn't for 
the leeobes. No man could wade through 
such a inudhole without getting malaria 
unless something helped him. 


His farm yields 600,000 leeches a 


year, and the price is 20 or 30 cents for 
100, giving an annual income of $1,000 
to the family. The market is New York 
or Philadelphia, where tho leeches are 
distubuted to the trade. 


Half a century ago this would have 


been a great business, but the belief in 
leeches v has fallen off in this country. 
Euiope clings to the practice, and Paris 
consumes 8,000,000 leeohes yearly, 
while London finds use for over 7,000,- 
000 a year 


James Partit or Ins boys, when wad- 


ing, discovered tho presence of .the leech- 
es in his swamps. He looked up the sub 
jeot and decided that ho would supply 
the American market, which hithert'c 
bad depended on Europe. He found thai 
buyers preferred tho Hungarian fellow 
of olive gretu without spotc, or else the 
German letch, with dark green body 
spotted below with blaok. He got a few 
specimens and put them iu the pond. 
They multiplied rapidly after their ene- 
mies, (ho water snakes, were extermi- 
nated, uud soon the first leech pond in 
tho country was established.

Machinery Lubrication. 


The results of some valuable experi- 


ments on the lubrication of machinery 
bearings have been get forth by Mr. 
Dewrance in an address before the Civil 
Engineers' institute, London. 
His ob- 


servations show that olive oil becomes 
black and thick after passing through 
the bearings several times. This oil, 
after filtration, was composed of 16 per 
cent of oleate of lead, 9.57 per cent of 
oleate of acid and 74.62 per cent of 
olive oil and glycerin, the oleate aoid 
in the olive oil appearing to attack 
lead, zinc and copper with great activi- 
ty. Thus disks of metals used in the 
manufacture of bearings were immersed 
in oleate aoid, occasionally drawn up 
ont of the acid so as to be exposed to 
the air. Lead and zinc rapidly corroded 
away, copper was corroded to a Iflss ex- 
tent, while tin and antimony were not 
appreciably affected. 
In regard to the 


compressibility of alloys, it is suggested 
by this authority that no alloy be used 
until it is satisfactorily demonstrated 
that its point of first yield is consider- 
ably above the greatest load cr shock to 
which it will be subjected in u',e. In 
testing the effect upon soft metal bcvr- 
ings when the shaft sustained a heavy 
pressure a piece of lion v> as found to 
leave no mark upon a surface softer 
thau itself.
